Vigil brings both tears, cheers

EL CAJON — ‘‘You have been 
enlightened by Christ. Walk always as a 
child of the light and keep the flame of 
faith alive in your heart.”’ 

Marvin Smith listened to these words 
as he held a lighted candle after being 
baptized during last week’s Easter Vigil. 

He said his faith burned brightly at that 
moment. ‘‘Nothing can compare to this 
experience between a man and his God.’’ 

During the liturgy he also received the 
Sacraments of Confirmation and the 
Eucharist. Earlier in the day he received 
the Sacrament of Reconciliation. 

While exchanging the sign of peace 
with parishioners gathered at Our Lady 
of Perpetual Help Church, Lakeside, he 


Then he embraced his wife Roxanne, 
who was crying. ‘‘I felt I would burst with 
joy,’ he exclaimed. 

Nearly four decades ago, Smith 
received the spark of belief that burst into 
flame last Saturday. 

It happened in a Jesuit high school in 
Florida, where he enrolled as a 
sophomore in order to play football. He 
thought his small stature would prevent 
his playing on a public high school team. 

The teen-ager took an optional religion 
course in school and attended evening 


religious education classes — _ the 
beginnings of his background in 
Catholicism. He had been raised a 
Mormon. 


Then-an embarrassing incident cooled 
this interest, which was not rekindled for 
30 years. He recalled standing with 
plasters ouee a church, wens to 


attend services scheduled at that time on 
Holy Saturday morning. A priest 
forbade his entry into the church because 
he was not a Catholic. 

The following year Smith returned to 
San Diego where he attended churches of 
various denominations, puzzled by the 
presence of so many. ‘“‘In the back of my 
mind I realized the Catholic Church was 
the one founded by Jesus,’’ he said. It 
seemed to offer him more strength and a 
clearer sense of direction. 


In the 1970s he moved to Maine where 
his dimly lighted faith became stronger. 
Here he met Roxanne, a cradle Catholic 
from Quebec. He had previously been 
divorced.

200,000 hear 
Easter message

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II, in an Easter greeting to the world, 
urged people to keep a sense of “‘reverent 
wonder’’ for birth and life and avoid 
reducing the human being to an object of 
technology. 

The message, which echoed a recent 
Vatican document on procreation, asked 
that people rediscover life as a gift that 
‘‘reveals the Father’s love.”’ 

The pope spoke April 19 in an ‘‘Urbiet 
Orbi’’ message to the city of Rome and to 
the world, before giving a blessing from 
the central balcony of St. Peter’s Basilica. 
The blessing ended Rome and _ the 
Vatican’s traditional Holy Week 
liturgical events, which this year were 
accompanied by sunny weather and 
throngs of tourists. 

The pope celebrated Easter Mass in St. 
Peter’s Square, which overflowed with an 
estimated 200,000 people. Then he 
delivered Easter greetings in 451 
languages, including Hebrew, Tamil and 
Chinese. 


In his message, the pope said Christ’s 
resurrection, a triumph of life over death, 
shows the ‘‘eternal source’’ of all human 
life. The life in a mother’s womb is 
fashioned in God’s image, he said. 

‘‘May reverent wonder for the mystery 
of love that surrounds his coming into the 
world not die out in contemporary man,”’ 
the pope said. ‘‘Grant that the man of the 
technological age may not reduce himself 
to a mere object, but may respect, from 
its very beginning, the unrenounceable 
dignity that is proper to him.’’ 

A major document issued in March by 
the Vatican’s Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith spelled out the 
church’s opposition to several procreative 
techniques, including in vitro fertilization 
and surrogate motherhood. The pope 
recalled the church’s basic teaching on 
married love, saying it is a ‘“‘way of 
giving’ expressed ‘‘through the flesh in 
an act which from the very beginning 
God willed as‘a seal of the giving.”’

Today the Smiths live at the St. 
Vincent De Paul Shelter. Their two-room 
apartment on the third floor is furnished 
with a double bed and chair in one room 
and a bunk bed in the other. 

Last week their open door admitted a 
refreshing, warm breeze, along with a 
baby’s intermittent cries. 

The Smiths eat breakfast and lunch at 
the shelter and dinner at the Catholic 
Worker dining room three blocks away. 

A series of setbacks forced them from 
self-sufficiency to the ranks of homeless 
people. Ronald’s employer had no 
more contracts and laid him off last 
December. 

While he was seeking work out of town, 
problems developed with his 
unemployment benefits. He had no 
income for seven weeks, got behind on his 
rent and was evicted.

The family’s brief stays with friends 
and a relative proved unsatisfactory.

In his (March 20) article on Father Curran, Father 
Kress gave some helpful explanations of the academic 
situation at Catholic University. 

Several of his points, however, need correction. 

Father Kress said that Pope John Paul has a “‘tendency 
... to project his own spirituality on the whole church.”’ 
The pope’s spirituality is not at issue. The issue is fidelity 
to the church’s teaching. Pople John Paul is summoning 
all Catholics to be faithful. He must perform that service 
as one of the basic responsibilities of the Vicar of Christ. 

We are also informed that Cardinal Ratzinger’s 
theology is ‘‘certainly changed’’ from what it was in his 
earlier career. This is also incorrect. In the early 60s, the 
cardinal was teaching in harmony with the church; he 
continues to teach what the church teaches. 

Father Kress criticizes Archbishop Hickey for saying 
that theologians must not confuse people with their 
contradictory opinions. If the archbishop means there can 
be no public dissent, then, says Father Kress, the 
archbishop’s thinking ‘‘is certainly not in keeping with 
the Catholic tradition.”’ 

This is the fundamental claim that Father Curran 
makes. He argues that theologians have the right to 
contradict the church’s clearly stated teachings and offer 
their opinions as valid Catholic alternatives. This is what 
Father Curran has done. His doing it is precisely why the 
church has deprived him of his status as a Catholic 
theologian. 

At the end of his article, Father Kress tries to minimize 
the influence of Father Curran’s views. Father Kress tells 
us only 10 percent of his students at USD recognized 
Father Curran’s name. 

This poll proves only that Father Kress asked the wrong 
question. He should have asked the students whether they 
have heard that artificial contraception is not always 
wrong, and may even be good; that in some instances 
‘abortion is justified; that homosexual acts are not 
necessarily immoral; that premarital intercourse may be 
morally good. 

Father Curran insists that he is ‘‘mainstream.’’ But, as 
Msgr. William Smith has asked, what’s so good about 
being ‘‘mainstream’’ if you’re in the Niagara River just 
above the falls? What’s the merit of being ‘‘middle of the 
road”’ if you’re on the wrong road? 

We all need to ponder Matthew 7:13-14.

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Mass was music to his ears 


During the Second Vatican Council there were 
interesting reports from Rome about special music for 
some of the opening Masses. 

Groups from Africa and other parts of the Third World 
were said to be bringing their type of music to adorn the 
liturgies. 

Then, in the early 1960’s, we heard a record made by 
Father Rivers, bringing the black experience to church 
music. I was pastor at St. Louise de Marillac in Crest at 
the time, and these reports seemed remote, impractical 
and of little interest to me. 

However, our organist and choir director was Mrs. 
Harry (Tina) Ohlson, an accomplished musician. She 
bought some of the records and invited me over for dinner 
to listen to them. She was excited about the music and I 
was somewhat impressed, but it still didn’t seem to have 
any immediate use for the parish. 

She thought otherwise, and formed a musical group 
composed chiefly of her teen-aged children, nieces and 
nephews. They really took to the music and learned it 
well. Then the moment of truth. She asked if they could 
““perform it’’ at a Sunday Mass. 

I don’t like ‘‘performances’’ at Mass. The music 
should clothe the liturgy, not be an end in itself. People 
shouldn’t come to hear the choir or listen to the organ. 
They should come to Mass and have the music and the 
instruments help increase their worship. 

Reluctantly, I agreed. ‘‘Just one time,’’ I said. They 
agreed so readily that I should have been suspicious. I 
figured we were a small and very conservative country 
parish and one time would finish it off completely. 

How wrong I was! The congregation loved it, and old 
and young begged me to use the music again. ‘“One more 
time,’’ I agreed. Then, after that, ‘‘Well, once a month.”’ 

These folk Masses just swept everything before them. 
We had them every Sunday and people came from all 
over the diocese to participate. They came, mostly to 
question, or even be scandalized, and they went away 
converted. It was truly phenomenal. 

The church held about 100 thin people. After a year or 
so, we regularly had crowds of 500 or more. Of course, we 
had to move outside to the adjacent field for the Mass. 


So, thanks to Tina Ohlson and her family, I had the 
opportunity to introduce the folk Mass to the San Diego 
diocese as a weekly parish Mass. Indeed, we think this 
was a first for the entire West, as a regularly scheduled, 
weekly Mass. 

Our converts were soon taking the folk Mass to their 
own pastors, and we frequently traveled to other parishes 
to introduce the event. We even introduced the folk music 
to some Protestant churches, at the request of Rev. 
Charles Zimbelman, a retired Presbyterian Navy 
Chaplain who was then acting pastor of St. Andrew’s 
Presbyterian Church. 

There was some clerical grumbling, but the then newly 
ordained bishop, John R. Quinn, came to the rescue 
when he announced he would like folk music at the 
Masses he offered when giving confirmation. It wasn’t 
long after that that most parishes had folk Masses 
regularly. 

We thought the folk Mass would appeal mostly to the 
young, but how wrong we were. When parents and 
grandparents saw that their youngsters would gladly 
attend the Mass, they became our most enthusiastic 
boosters, and — indeed — liked it themselves. 

Some years after the opening of this local movement, 
Father Jim Gallas, S.J., invited us to bring the folk Mass 
to Christ the King parish and there it really came alive. 
We tried such beautiful things as an African folk Mass 
with the accompaniment being only drums. It was 
soulful, indeed. We also tried ‘‘Mariachi’’ music, and 
that was lovely. I’ve been told that there is a Hawaiian 
work, too, but I haven’t heard it. 

This love for the ‘‘new’’ music does not mean we 
should ever give up our tradition of Gregorian chants or 
the great Latin motets of our cultural history. We are 
Catholic in faith because we are also catholic in customs.

Why were they so surprised? 


It is customary for preachers and even theologians to 
emphasize how unexpected the resurrection of Jesus was, 
even to his closest disciples. 

They do so, in part, to prove that the disciples did not 
invent the resurrection. The argument goes that since 
they found it so difficult to accept the resurrection, even 
when Jesus appeared to them repeatedly, they could 
hardly have invented the story. 

It is true that the disciples were astonished by the 
appearance of the dead and risen Jesus. Their disbelief 
runs through all the Gospel accounts of Easter morning. 
Even when they saw their risen Lord, ‘‘they still could not 
believe it, and they stood there dumbfounded”’ (Luke 
24:41). 

Should they have been so surprised? Jesus didn’t think 
so. He constantly upbraided them for their slowness, their 
obduracy, their obstinancy, their ignorance. 

If they really understood the Bible, the law and the 
prophets (Matthew 22-23-33; Luke 24:27), they would 
have known that Jesus had to rise from the dead. 

God’s will for the world was not death, but life. From 
the very beginning of creation, God wanted the world to 
live, to exist and to thrive. That is the purpose of all of 
God’s work, from the creation itself to the incarnation to 
the resurrection to the glorious second coming of Christ at 
the fulfillment of history. 

“Death was not God’s doing; he takes no pleasure in 
the extinction of the living. To be — for this he created 
all’’ (Wisdom 1:13). 

According to Genesis, human life is life with God. 
Adam and Eve were formed in the image and likeness of ~ 
God, with whom they were partners and friends. They 


walked together in the cool of the evening breezes of 
Eden. 

The crucial question is what happens to this paradise 
after sin? ‘‘On the day that you eat from that tree, you 
shall most surely die, you shall die the death.’’ (Genesis 
DBAS 

ote was a Hebrew way of saying that man would slide 
back into the nothingness from which he had come. 

But what actually happened when people did sin? 
Adam and Eve were forced to deal with the consequences 
of their sins, but they were not annihilated. When Cain 
killed Abel, he received the sign of Cain; not a 
punishment, but a protection. 

The divine response to human sin is grace. 

Both the Old and New Testaments are histories of a 
life-giving God, a God who is filled with tenderness and 
compassion, always ready to forgive. 

Hence, Jesus could stay in the tomb, for the God of 
Jesus is not the God of the dead but the God of the living. 

If one really understands the law and the prophets, then 
one understands God, and why Jesus had to rise from the 
dead. If he hadn’t, God would have revealed himself to be 
the Lord of the dead and not of the living. And what kind 
of a god would that be? Certainly not the God described 
in the Bible from the first page to the last.

The pope also reminded people not to forget the 
poor, the hungry, the imprisoned, the sick and the 
dying. 

‘They always remain children of God, for God’s 
gift knows no regrets,’’ he said. ‘‘Each one deserves 
respect and support.”’ 

The pope’s busiest day during Holy Week was 
Good Friday, April 17. In what has become a 
personal tradition to emphasize the sacrament of 
penance, he walked into St. Peter’s Basilica and, 
entering one of the many confessional boxes, 
listened for more than an hour as 11 people 
confessed their sins. 

Later, the pope and some 20 cardinals parti- 
cipated in ceremonies to mark the passion of Christ. 
More than 10,000 people in St. Peter’s watched as 
the pope removed his shoes and knelt for the 
adoration of the cross. 

The same day, the pope led a nighttime Way of 
the Cross at Rome’s Colosseum, carrying a large 
crucifix and stopping at each of the 14 stations to 
pray. Hundreds of torches lit the marble ruins of the 
ancient stadium in the background, which is 
respected by the church as the site where early 
Christians were martyred. 

The meditations for the stations were written this 
year by Cardinal Miguel Obando Bravo of 
Managua, Nicaragua, according to Vatican Radio. 
The meditations recalled that human _ beings 
condemned Christ to death and urged that neither 
modern politics nor state powers ‘‘deceive our 
consciences’ and condemn the Lord again. 

Cardinal Obando Bravo has been a strong critic 
of Nicaragua’s Sandinista government for its policy 
toward the church, and particularly for the 
government’s expulsion of two church leaders and 
the closing of a Catholic radio station. 

The outdoor Way of the Cross, begun at the 
Colosseum by Pope Paul VI in 1964, was televised 
this year to more than 30 countries in five 
continents, the Vatican said. 

On Easter Saturday, the pope led a lengthy vigil 
service in St. Peter’s, during which 35 adults were 
baptized.

‘for the liturgical changes that resulted 
from the Second Vatican Council. 

He compared these reforms with the 
earlier Latin rite, which he had found 
awe-inspiring. But he preferred Masses 
celebrated in English, in which he felt 
‘“‘more like a participant than a 
spectator.”

U.S. bishops face possible arrest May 5 
for planned acts of civil disobedience in a 
major anti-war protest scheduled at the 
Nevada nuclear test site. 

Auxiliary Bishop Thomas Gumbleton 
of Detroit, president of Pax Christi USA, 
plans to be arrested during the protest, 
according to Pax Christi. 

Possibly joining him in civil 
disobedience will be retired Bishop 
Maurice J. Dingman of Des Moines, 
Iowa, and retired Bishop Charles A. 
Buswell of Pueblo, Colo.

wheelchair. 

Pax Christi’s national coordinator, 
Benedictine Sister Mary Lou Kownacki, 
said the arrest of Bishop Gumbleton — 
and of any other members of the 
hierarchy who join him: — would be the 
first such arrest of a Catholic prelate for 
protesting nuclear weapons policy. 

The only other U.S. bishop known to 
be arrested for civil disobedience is 
Auxiliary Bishop Emerson Moore of New 
York, who was arrested in an anti- 
apartheid protest at the South African 
Consulate in New York in 1984. 

‘*There is no longer, for me at least, 
any moral alternative,’’ Bishop 
Gumbleton said in a formal position 
statement. “‘I must actively resist.

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Story on archbishop’s retirement ‘incorrect’ 


SEATTLE — A National Catholic 
Register story that the Vatican hopes to 
solve the ongoing controversy 
surrounding Archbishop Raymond G. 
Hunthausen of Seattle by eventually 
retiring the archbishop is ‘‘speculative’’ 
and ‘‘incorrect,’’ said the chancellor of 
the Seattle. archdiocese. 

.The chancellor, Father Michael G. 
Ryan, told priests of the archdiocese in an 
April 15 letter to ‘‘disregard’’ the story. 
He said the information in the article 
“‘was apparently leaked by an 
uninformed and irresponsible party.”’ 

Francis X. Maier, editor of the 
Register, which published the.article in its 
April 19 issue, said the story was 
“‘correct’’ and said the newspaper would 
not have published it unless it was 
“‘absolutely certain’’ of the facts. 

The story in the Los Angeles-based 
Register said that ‘‘according to highly 
placed sources’? the Vatican hopes to 
“‘diffuse tensions’? in the Seattle 
Archdiocese by promoting Auxiliary 
Bishop Donald Wuerl to his own diocese 
“‘and eventually retiring Hunthausen.”’ 

The Vatican last year instructed 
Archbishop Hunthausen to hand over 
authority in several key areas of 
archdiocesan life to Bishop Wuerl. The 
move provoked widespread controversy 
and led to the appointment by the 
Vatican in February of a commission of 
three leading U.S. archbishops ‘‘to assess 
the current situation’’ in the Seattle 
archdiocese. 

The Register article said the ‘‘unusual, 
phased-in resolution to the continuing 
crisis’’ in the archdiocese ‘‘may bring a 
measure of peace’’ before Pope John Paul 
II visits the United States in September.

It’s difficult in face 
of Moslem rigidity 


Wherever Christianity meets with Islam there are tensions. 
And in many parts of the world an aggressive form of Muslim 
faith is progressing at a startling rate. 


- The tensions between the two go back centuries, of course, 
right to the Crusades and beyond. And it does not make it 
easier for Christian missionaries today to be faced with 
agressive hostility from Moslems. 

For instance in the Sudan, in. north-east Africa, the 
implementation of national Islamic law is causing serious 
difficulties for Christians. Questions of political advancement, 
taxation, Moslem superiority and privilege make it difficult for 

*¢ non-Moslems to exist or make their voices heard. 


Non-Moslems have to pay a humiliating poll tax. Leading 
government offices may only be headed by Moslems. All 
military commanders are Moslems and the wars they fight are 
only holy wars (Jihad). A non-Moslem is not regarded as the 
equal of a Moslem in law. The Prophet Mohamed himself said: 
“The brain of a non-Moslem is half that of a Moslem.” A non- 
Moslem woman married to a Moslem may not inherit his 
property. 

Difficulties for Christians in the many areas where Islam is 
growing at a pace make the outlook gloomy. Sudan is just one 
example. There are others throughout the Middle East. Our 
missionaries in those parts need all the support we can give 
them. It’s a tough battle they fight for us.

Vatican lists holdings 
totaling $570 million 


VATICAN CITY — The Vatican’s 
financial holdings, including real estate, 
total about $570 million, but less than half 
of that amount produces income, said 
Cardinal Giuseppe Caprio, a top Vatican 
financial official. It was the first time a 
Vatican official has publicly revealed the 
amount of the Holy See’s “‘patrimony”’ 
of investments and land _ holdings. 
Cardinal Caprio said the disclosure 
should help put an end to the ‘‘rumors 
about the immense riches of the 
Vatican.’’ “‘As you can see, we have 
nothing to hide,’’ he said in a rare 
interview published April 16 by ‘the 
Italian financial newspaper J/ Sole 24 Ore.

The controversy has occurred in the 
Diocese of Essen, where the pope is to 
visit with workers in the heavily 
industrialized region of the Ruhr Valley. 

The five-day papal visit to West 
Germany is scheduled to begin April 30.

Ocean Beach retreat house opens doors

OCEAN BEACH — Three years after 
beginning their ministry in the diocese as 
retreat directors, a trio of Sacred Heart 
Sisters finally has a facility for their 
retreats. 

Sisters Susan Campbell, Betty Boyter 
and Mary Ann Foy moved into their 
newly built center at 4822 Del Mar Ave. 
last week. The large four-unit house, 
financed by the Sacred Heart 
congregation, is located two blocks from 
the ocean. 

Before the two-story structure was 
completed, the Sisters conducted retreats 
and workshops at their Linda Vista home. 
In addition, they traveled to parishes and 
other sites to lead overnight spiritual 
retreats. 

According to Sister Campbell, the 
three nuns came to San Diego after 
hearing there was no formal retreat center 
in the city. “‘I was at the Chicago 
Theological Union preparing to do this 
kind of work, but didn’t know where,”’ 
said Sister Campbell. 

Her spiritual advisor suggested she 
consider San Diego, where Sister 
Campbell had earlier taught English at 
the University of San Diego. 

In addition, the Sacred Heart Sisters in 
the diocese felt there was a need among 
themselves for a retreat program and for 
spiritual directors. The congregation’s 
provincial team agreed and invited the 
three Sisters — with the permission of 
Bishop Leo T. Maher — to begin their 
ministry. 

Before joining Sister Campbell in San 
Diego, Sister Foy was director of the 
permanent diaconate program in the 
Diocese of Memphis, Tenn. Sister Boyter 
worked with the marriage preparation 
programs in that diocese. 

During their three years in San Diego, 
the spiritual ministry team has guided 
countless retreats for individuals, parish 
groups, Sisters, couples, students, 
catechumens and schoo] administrators. 

Since the Second Vatican Council, the 
trend in spiritual retreats has shifted from 
the once-popular group retreats to 
individual ones, said Sister Campbell. 

One of the most popular workshops the 
Sisters conduct is on the Myers-Briggs 
"ype Indicator, a personality inventory 
used to help couples and. groups

communicate more effectively. 

They have also worked with the 
Institute for Christian Ministries in a 
program begun last year for sabbatical 
students. Recently the Sisters began a 
new Enneagram workshop, which is a 
‘“conversion process in the Sufi religious 
tradition,’’ introduced to Western 
Christianity through India, said Sister 
Campbell. 

In May the three Sisters will travel to 
their congregation’s infirmary in Albany, 
N.Y., to direct a retreat for about 100 
Sisters. 

In addition to directing retreats and 
workshops, each Sister serves as spiritual 
director to some 15 individuals.

When it became evident the Sisters had 
enough clients to set up permanent 
quarters, they began looking for a facility 
to house overnight retreats with a room 
for large gatherings. 

‘‘This is the model we had hoped for,”’ 
said Sister Campbell. ‘‘We wanted to be 
close to the beach where retreatants could 
walk and be inspired by the beauty.”’ 

Each of the four units has a kitchen, 
bathroom, bedrooms, living room and 


-fireplace. A partition between the first 


two units can fold up to form the large 
gathering area. A chapel will be built in 
unit four, said Sister Boyter. 

The Sisters recently began advertising 
the retreat center in national publications

for rétreats,’’ said Sister Campbell. 

The Sisters were featured in a story last 
year about retreat facilities by The 
Tribune, which helped attract many local 
retreatants. 

The facility is ‘‘50 percent signed up 
for the summer,’’ according to Sister 
Boyter. They stressed that local 
retreatants are welcome. Once the move 
is completed, they plan to advertise their 
programs.

Funds set up in priests’ memory 


BUFFALO, N.Y. — Memorial funds 
are to be established in the name of two 
diocesan priests found slain in Buffalo 
rectories earlier this year. 


The decision to establish memorial 
funds for Father A. Joseph Bissonette and 
Msgr. David Herlihy was announced by 
the Diocese of Buffalo in April. 


The bodies of the priests were found 
Feb. 24 and March 8. Both suffered 
multiple stab wounds and were tied to 
chairs inside rectories less than a mile 
apart. 


Two suspects, including one arrested in 


San Diego, were taken into custody 
March 9 and charged with second-degree 
murder and robbery in both stabbings. 


The fund in memory of Father 
Bissonette will continue programs ‘‘to 
extend the values and work to which 
Father Bissonette committed and 
ultimately gave his life,’’ said a statement 
released April 6 by the Buffalo diocese. 


The Msgr. David Herlihy Scholarship 
Fund was set up by an anonymous donor 
to help students in need of financial aid at 
Christ the King Seminary in East 
Aurora, N.Y.
